Because I concluded and wrote in WHITEWASH more than two and a half 
years earlier that Oswald in New Orleans was establishing an intelli- 
gence cover for his trip to Mexico, I concur in his understatement that 
"it would be interesting to know what the’ CIA knew about Oswald six 
weeks before the assassination’ 1 , and more particularly, because of the 
revelation in this book of Oswald^ CIA connections. 

Two of the men inBethell's list of suppressed documents, Gilberto 
Alvaredo and PFC Eugene Dinkin, Yockey reports, are not mentioned in 
the 26 volumes of printed evidence. 

Bethell^ study shows that of the 1^50 Commission files 300 are 
still entirely secret and of the remainder about half are in part still 
secret . 

It more than confirms my evidence, that when the murder of President 
Kennedy was " investigated” , the protection of the CIA, FBI and their 
agents and informants was more important than learning the truth.
